WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 @ -- 
President Eisenhower launched a 
broad new program of farm 
drought relief today and promised 
to visit Western drought areas 
after the Nov. 6 elections to see 
what else needs to be done to 
help drought-stricken farmers. 

Mr. Eisenhower also said that he 
would use his personal efforts to 
settle the Suez dispute—the most 
perplexing international problem 
confronting the nation—if he be- 


lieves it would do good. He said 
he would go before the United Na- 


tions provided it would help solve| a 


the Suez controversy. 


The offers of personal action re- 
called Mr. Eisenhower's 1952 cam- 
paign pledge to go to Korea in an 
effort to end the fighting there. 
The promise was credited with 
helping him defeat Adlai E. Stev- 
enson, then as now the Democrat- 
ic presidential nominee. 


NO END-DRAFT THOUGHT 


At a news conference jam- 
with political questions, 
Mr. Eisenhower also denied he 
had considered announcing plans 
during the campaign to halt 
H-bomb tests and the draft. 

He thus rejected reports that 
Stevenson had beat the Republi- 
cans to the punch by proposing 
such moves. 

In mild terms, the President 
spurned Stevenson’s recent charge 
that “Republican politicians’ in- 
cluding Mr. Eisenhower had “‘little 
understanding or sympathy”’ with 
efforts to save man from “the 
greatest horror his ingenuity has 
ever devised.”
